      IMPORTANT INFORMATION 
       (Voter Action Required!!!) 

1. Attach a CLEAR COPY of a Valid Photo ID 
along with the Application and mail 
documents to the Absentee Elections 
Office. 

2. When you receive the BALLOT on which 
you will cast your Vote, you MUST place 
the completed ballot in the AFFADIVIT 
Envelope.  Make sure you have the 
Envelope “WITNESSED OR NOTARIZED 
when you sign it. 

3. You must also CHECK the appropriate box 
to indicate your Political Party selection, 
otherwise your vote WILL NOT BE
